City detectives are maintaining a 
24-hour watch over the, headquar- 
ters of the principal distributors 
of slot machines in St. Louis while 
Edwin E. Huffman, president of 
the Board of Police Commission- 
ers, is attempting to decide 
whether to authorize search of 
these establishments for gambling 
machines. 

Search warrants, needing only 
Huffman’s signature to make them 


possession since Tuesday, but he 
has refused, so far, to sign them. 


These warrants were prepared 
at the direction of Circuit Attor- 
ney Thomas C. Hennings Jr., who 
has taken personal charge of the 
inquiry by his office into the dis- 
tribution of gambling machines in 
St. Louis. They are based on affi- 
davits made by members of his 
staff that they have reason to be- 
lieve gambling machines are to be 
found on the premises described 
in the warrants. 

Won't Discuss Matter. 

Huffman refused to discuss the 
matter with a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. Asked today whether he 
had decided to act, he said only: 
“No comment.” Then he sum- 
moned the secretary of the Police 
Board, John Blong, and told him 
he wanted a witness to his state- 
ment. He asked the reporter to 
repeat the inquiry. The reporter 
did. “No comment,” Huffman re- 
iterated. 

Later Huffman issued this for- 
mal statement: 

“The subject of issuance of 
search warrants relative to gam- 
bling devices has been and is now 
under consideration.” 

Pressed for an amplification of 
this comment, Huffman said he 
did not wish to go beyond his for- 
mal statement which had been, he 
gaid, “carefully prepared.” 

After Huffman had issued his 
statement Circuit Attorney Hen- 
nings also confirmed that the 
search warrant procedure was up 
for consideration. “Obviously, un- 
der the statutes, that considera- 
tion would be up to the president 
of the Board of Police Commission- 
ers,” he added. “I have no author- 
ity to issue search warrants.” 

The Police Board president has 
not consulted his colleagues on the 
board in considering whether to 
issue search warrants. Despite the 
Circuit Attorney’s insistence that 
delay might. give the owners of 
gambling machines time to hide 
them, Huffman has postponed ac- 
tion on the ground that he wanted 
to consult others about the legality 
of the procedure.

Soldier’s Farewell; Dying in Jungle 
After Lying Wounded for 10 Days, 
He Writes Parents: ‘Keep the Faith’ 


Capt. Herschel Horton’s Notebook, Telling of 
Failure of Rescué Attempts, Is Sent to 
Family at Aurora, IIl. 


AURORA, Ill., Nov. 11 (AP), — 
The last thoughts of a dying hero, 
written in a notebook in a Jap- 
anese-infested New Guinea jungle, 
have been forwarded by the Army 
to his parents, Mr. and Mrs. George 
Horton Jr, of Aurora. 


The writer was Capt. Hérschel 
Horton, 29 years old, who previous- 
ly had been cited for bravery by 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. His 
farewell message to his parents and 
sister, Gwenivere, was scribbled as 
he lay mortally wounded, surround- 
ed by Japanese who frustrated 
rescue attempts until it was too 
late. 

He wrote after lying in the jungle 
10 days with his right leg and hip 
shattered by bullets. Death came 
sometime after last Dec. 11, at 
least 11 days after he first was 
wounded, 

Leading a ration mission from 
Sanananda to Sopuda, Capt. Hor- 
ton and his party of 367 men were 
trapped by two powerful enemy 


forces. For 21 days the Americans 
battled against heavy odds, kill- 
ing 2200 Japanese and losing 100 
of their own men. Eventually 
they repelled the Japanese and 
went on to Sopuda. 

At Sopuda the Americans again 
engaged the enemy. Following 
this battle, Capt. Horton went into 
the jungle to recover the identifi- 
cation tags of the American dead. 
It was then he was wounded. 

Dated Dec. 11, his farewell letter 
read: 

“Dearly beloved, my dear, sweet 
father, mother, and sister, Mr. and 
Mrs, George A. Horton Jr., and sis- 
ter Gwenivere. (About 9 a. m.). 

“I came out on a mercy patrol 
to pick up the dog tags of our 
dead. This was the morning of 
Dec. 1, 1942. 

“I was trying to turn over the 
body of Capt. Keast, a friend of 
mine, when I was shot two or 
three times in my right leg .and

Thousands of men and women in 
uniform marched through down- 
town St. Louis this afternoon in 
an impressive military parade, 


which climaxed the city's observ- 
ance of Armistice day. 

The procession began to move 
east from Washington avenue and 
Twelfth boulevard at 2:12 o'clock 
with sidewalks al] the way down 
Washington to Sixth street jammed 
with spectators. 'The last march- 
ers left Twelfth at 3:30 o'clock. 

The crowds were equally large 
on Sixth. The lines of spectators 
on Chestnut street were four to 
six deep, but they thinned out on 
wide Market street, where the 
wind attained a penetrating sweep. 

Although parade officials had 
estimated that 15,000 marchers 
would participate, it appeared that 
only about half this number ac- 
tually were in the procession. 

The crowd, a goodly portion of 
which consisted of school children 
on holiday, was enthusiastic, and 
it found much to applaud. Some 
spectators burst into song when 


the bands played such familiar 


airs as “Over There,” reminiscent 
of the first Armistice day, 25 years 
ago. 

Forty bands and drum and bugle 
corps set the tempo, in the crisp 
marching weather. There was a 
nip in the air, but bright sunshine 
helped take the edge off. 

A contingent of 1000 men and 
women from Jefferson Barracks 
had the honored position at the 
head of the procession. It includ- 
ed Navy nurses and Wacs, but the 
hit of the Jefferson Barracks show 
was a performance on wheels of 
camouflage troops, who gave a 
realistic demonstration of their 
tactics. ° 2 

A scene presented on a big open 
truck showed a grassy hillock. 
Suddenly one side of the hillock 
heaved up and resolved itself into 
disguised troops blasting away 
with rifles and machine guns load- 
ed with blank cartridges.

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‘Overworked and Underpaid’ 
Congress Needs Rest, Says Doctor 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP).— 
Dr. George W. Calver prescribed 
today a long period of rest and re- 
laxation for what he called an 


“overworked, nervous and under- 
paid” Congress.” 

If he had his way, the Capi- 
tol physician said, he would order 
a recess until the first of the 
year, to “let members go home for 
a needed respite.” 

“Most people don’t realize it but 
the average Senator or Congress- 
man has the toughest job of them 
all,” Dr. Calver, who has looked 
after congressional health for 15 
years, told a reporter. 

“In addition to his work on the 
floor and in committees, a member 
of the House receives and answers 
250 letters a day. For some Sena- 
tors the total will run much high- 
er. Then there are constituents 
who come to Washington in the in- 
terest of affairs that require con- 
gressional aid. 

“Why, it’s actually a relaxation 


for them to go to the Senate or 
House to participate in debate!” 

Overwork is not all that con- 
tributes to the decline in congres- 
sional health, said the “Doc,” a 
Navy Captain assigned to his pres- 
ent post. “There's worry.” 

“The average Congressman wor- 
ries more than anybody you ever 
saw away from the Hill. 

“It’s not only his congressional 
duties, but his personal finances 
that worries him. A $10,000 salary 
looks good until after he has paid 
his taxes, his Washington living ex- 
penses, his campaign expenses and 
hig bills for maintaining a house 
back home.” 

For his years of experience, the 
Capitol physician has come to the 
conclusion that Congress should 
fix definite dates for adjournment 
every time it meets “in order to 
allow time for visits home and 
brief vacations.” 

“The President can always call 
members back in an emergency,”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP).— 
Secretary of War Stimson report- 
ed today that Army casualties in 
Italy since the landings at Salerno 
Sept. 9 total 8556, with 1295 killed, 
4764 wounded and 2497 missing. 

The losses of British forces in 
Italy during the same period have 


been somewhat greater, Stimson 
said at a press conference, but the 


exact British figures were not 
available. 
The last specific report on 


American casualties in Italy was 
issued Oct. 21. It put the total for 
the first four weeks of fighting at 
6774, with 879 killed, 3047 wounded 
and 2848 missing. 

Glancing back over 12 months of 
Mediterranean operations Stimson 
estimated 3058 enemy planes shot 
down in air combat or »y Allied 
antiaircraft fire, 740 probably shot 
down, and 2453 destroyed on the 
ground during the year in the 
area, against a total of 1545 British 
and American planes lost.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP).— 
Renewed talks between President 
Roosevelt and Secretary of State

Risked Lives 


In Malaria Experiment Decorated 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP).— 
Fifty soldiers who risked their 
lives im a deliberate exposure to 
malaria in'the New Guinea jungles 


as part of a medical experiment 
have been decorated with the Le- 
gion of Merit, the War Department 
announced today. 

The test, reminiscent of the ac- 
tion of a group under Maj. Walter 
Reed who exposed themselves to 
yellow fever in Cuba in 1900-1901 
to prove that disease was trans- 
mitted by mosquioes, covered a 
period of six weeks. 

The men, all privates, were quar- 
tered in a swampy coconut grove 
near a native village where the 
inhabitants showed a high percent- 
age of malarial infection. They 
spent their working hours at hard 
physical labor, and no steps were 
taken to protect them.

ARMY FORCE LANDS ON BOUGAINVILLE 
RUSSIANS PUSHING 


TOWARD ZHTOMIR: 
NAZS ABANDONING 
SUPPLIES IN SNOW 


Artillery and Planes Bat- 
ter Retreating Foe West 
of Kiev — Berlin Re- 
ports Big Tank Battle 
Near Gomel. 


LONDON, Nov. 11 (AP).—Bat 
tered incessantly by Russian ar- 
tillery and planes, shattered units 
of the German Army west and 
south of Kiev were falling back 
steadily today with Soviet spear 
heads less than 40 miles from the 
vita] rail junction of Zhitomir. 

Plagued by rain, snow and fog of 
the early Russian winter, and reel 
ing under the blows of the Red 
Army forces, the Nazis were aban- 
doning huge stores of food and 
war material in their flight, a So- 
viet communique said. The Gér 
man high command acknowledged 
that the Russians were “pushing 
forward with far superior forces,” 


Reds 42 Miles Beyond Kiev. 

The Soviet communique reported 
that the Russians, fanning out on 
a 70-milé are from Kiev, yesterday 
overran More than 60 towns—two 
of them district centers—and cap- 
tured Komarovka, 40 miles north- 
east of Zhitomir and 48 miles 
southeast of Korosten, another rail 
center indispensable to German 
north-south communications, 

The Reds thus were more than 
42 miles due west of Kiev, which 
they captured last Saturday. 

South of Kiev, Red Army _col- 
umns took Vasilev, 33 miles from 
the Ukraine capital, and were less 
than 20 miles northeast of the rail 
city of Byelaya Tserkov. These 
units formed part of a pincers 
drive apparently aimed at entrap- 
ment of German remnants in. the 
bend west of the Dnieper River. 

New Gains in White Russia. 

In the Nevel area of White Rus- 
sia, far to the north, where Red 
Army forces are less than 50 miles 
from the Latvian border, five Ger- 
man counterattacks were smashed 
and the Russians moved up to 
capture several strongly fortified 
areas, the Soviet command an- 
nounced. 

The Germans reported a violent 
tank battle near the White Russia 
rail center of Gomel where Berlin 
said the Russians attacked “with 
numerous rifle divisions, masses of 
tanks and planes” in an attempt 
to break a narrow sector of the 
front along the Sozh River, trib- 
utary of the Dnieper. , 

The German communique ac- 
knowledged the Russians had made 
“a local dent” in a fresh attack 
northeast of the Port of Kerch in 
the Eastern Crimea and told of

Caceres, delegate from Hondu- 
ras, the council voted to send a 
telegram to Secretary of State Hull, 
welcoming him home and congrat- 
ulating him on his work at Mos- 
cow. 

The council received a telegram 
from E, J. Phelan, director of the 
International Labor Office, stat- 
ing that the ILO wished to assist 
the UNRRA. It was the first mes- 
sage received from any of the or- 
ganizations working with the old 
league of Nations. 

Acheson read to the council an 
invitation from Under Secretary 
of State Edward R. Stettinius Jr. 
to Henrik Kauffman, Minister 
from Denmark, to attend in his 
personal capacity. Denmark has 
no government in exile which 
could have, sent a delegate to the 
conference, Kauffman had ac- 
cepted and it was ruled that the 
council invite him. 

An amendment was added tothe 
report on rules and procedure, on 
the request of Kerstens, The 
Netherlands delegate, who asked 
that council members be per- 
mitted to study important busi- 
ness 24 hours before the matters 
came up in council sessions. 

Slated for the post of permanent 
director general of the UNRRA 
was former Gov. Herbert H. Leh- 
man of New York, according to 
indications here. 

The nominating committee had 
postponed naming a candidate for 
director general last night.

Congressional Medal to Private, 
Killed Leading Battalion on Attu 


Joe Martinez, Who Advanced Alone When 
Others Faltered, Credited With Breaking 
Japanese Resistance at Aleutian Pass. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP).— 
An Army private formerly a Colo- 
rado farm laborer, who led an 
American battalion to victory in 


the high, snow-bound mountains 
of Attu Island and almost single- 
handedly broke final Japanese re- 
sistance there, was awarded the na- 
tion’s highest decoration posthu- 
mously today, 
The award of the Congressional 
Medal of Honor was announced at 
Secretary Stimson’s press confer- 
ence when the War Department 
told of the heroic action of Joe 
P, Martinez, 23 years old of Ault, 
Colo., who fell under a hail of 
Japanese bullets with his rifle 
still at his shoulder. 
The action occurred last May 
in one of the bitterest engage- 
ments of the Pacific war when 
Americans smashed the enemy’s 
hold on strategic Attu at the tip 
of the Aleutian chain. 

Held Up Before Pass. 
For several days, Martinez’ cita- 
tion disclosed, persistent effort had 
failed to drive the Japanese from 
a key defensive position in the 
precipitous mountains between the 
east arm of Holtz Bay, where. 
American troops had established 
forward positions, and Chichagof 
Harbor, where the enemy was 
based. 
On May 26 a reinforced battalion 
was thrown into the drive and 
gradually moved forward in the 
face of intense machine gun, rifle 
and mortar fire. Then that ad- 
vance, too, bogged down before 
the enemy’s fire, 
“Pyt. Martinez arose to his: feet 
and alone resumed his advance,” 
the citation said. “Occasionally he 
stopped to urge his comrades on 
and his example inspired the oth- 
ers to follow.” 
Martinez inched steadily up the 
slope with the battalion behind 
him and the hell of Japanese fire 


ahead and all around. Finally he 
reached a bench-like plateau, Sev- 
eral Japanese positions had been 
established there in fox holes. The 
Colorado farm boy cleaned them 
out with his automatic rifle and 
hand grenades. 

Again Takes Lead. 
The battalion’s .advance again 
bogged down under a withering 
fire from the flank, from trenches 
ahead and from high ground above. 
“Then one lone figure rose and 
started up the snow slope that led 
from the bench to the pass,” the 
battalion commander _ reported. 
“Again, it was Martinez. Again the 
other men followed, 
“Again he was forced to move 
across open ground under heavy 
fire until he came upon the first 
of two trenches. Jumping in, he 
quickly cleaned it out with a few 
bursts of his automatic rifle and 
some more well-thrown grenades. 
Five Japs were found there, 
“Without hesitation, he moved 
forward up the slope to the second 
trench. He accounted for two Japs 
in this position. He reached the 
pass, still under fire from sur- 
rounding ridges. Standing up on 
the ridge overlooking the pass 
leading into Chichagof Harbor, he 
emptied his rifle into the Japanese 
positions just below and beyond 
the pass. 
“tie was mortally wounded with 
his rifle still at his shoulder, ab- 
sorbing all enemy fire and per- 
mitting all units to move up be- 
hind him and successfully take and 
hold the pass.” 
Capture of the pass was, de- 
scribed as “an important prelimi- 
nary to the end of organized hos- 
tile resistance on the isleand.” 
The medal will be presented to 
Martinez’ father, Manuel V. Mar- 
tinez, by Maj. Gen. Frederick E. 
Uhl, commanding general of the 
Seventh Service Command, at the 
Martinez home near Ault Nov. 16.

gate more than nine billions. The 
United Kingdom, Sir John dé& 
clared, ig currently devoting one- 
tenth of its entire war expendi- 
tures to mutual aid. Military sup- 
plies to Russia, he continued, have 
cost Britain $716,000,000. 

Today’s reports mark a right- 
about-face in lend-lease policy. 
When the program was instituted, 
President Roosevelt declared that 
the dollar sign had been removed, 
while Prime Minister Churchill 
hailed it as “the least sordid 
transaction in history.” But now, 
both in Washington and London, 
the program, in terms of dollars, 
was discussed in all its ‘sordid 
details.” The change is attributed 
here to strictures on the program 
which were publicized by five bat- 
tle-touring Senators. 

The twelfth lend-lease report, 
which may be regarded as an elab- 
oration of articles on the subject

Wide Range of Items.

Africa, tea and coconut oil from 
Ceylon and benzol and tar acids 
from the United Kingdom.

Commenting on _ these 
ures, the white paper 
they “relate only to 
known to have been trans- 
ferred and services known to 
have been rendered up to June 
30, 1943. They do not include 
all the aid actually furnished 
up to that date.” 


recondition American bombers 
forced to make crash landings. A 
one-man dinghy, developed by the 
‘British for parachute landings at 
Sea, provides pilots of American 
planes with a one-man floating 
raft. Specialized British radio 
equipment has been installed in 
American planea, giving greater 
safety to our bomber crews and 
improving the effectiveness of our 
bomber missions. For purposes of 
recognition training, the Royal 
Air Force has delivered to the 
United States Air Forces more 
than 60,000 items of aircraft, war- 
ship and armed vehicle recogni- 
tion devices.” 

The present report, according to 
the President, does not include 
Many supplies and services made 
available by the British to Ameri- 
can armed forces in North Africa, 
Sicily and elsewhere. It does not 
include facilities placed at Ameri- 
can disposal requiring no out-of- 
pocket expenditures for construc- 
tion since the entry of the United 
States into the war. 

Break-down on Figures. 

The total of British reverse lend- 
lease expenditures in behalf of the 
United States, up to the start of 
the current fiscal year, is broken 
down as follows: goods and serv- 
ices, $331:009,000; shipping, $169,- 
000,000; and airports, barracks, hos- 
pitals and other new construction, 
$371,000,000. 

Australia and New Zealand were 
described as “the food basket of 
American forces stationed through- 
out the South Pacific area.” 
Though the population of New 
Zealand is less than 1,700,000, this 
dominion, up to last June 30, had 
supplied the United States free of 
charge with more than 170 million 
pounds of foodstuffs. In some 
cases, it was declared, Australia 
has contributed 100 per cent of its 
total production, without charge, 
to American troops. Australia’s 
total contribution to the United 
States under reverse lend-lease was 
estimated at $196,000,000. The fig- 
ure for New Zealand is $51,000,- 
000. India’s contribution to the 


United States under reverse lend- 


lease is reckoned at $56,900,000, 
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representing chiefly construction 
and petroleum products. 

Canada was stated to have re- 
ceived no lend-lease aid from the 
United States, and to have paid 
cash for all supplies obtained in 
this country. It was pointed out 
that Canada has contributed a 
billion dollars worth of aid to the 
United Kingdom without payment, 
and is making another billion in 
supplies available free of charge 
to the United Kingdom, Russia, 
China and other members of the 
United Nations. 


Immeasurable Aid. 


“The. overwhelming benefit 
which the United States has re- 
ceived from the lend-lease pro- 
gram,” the President concluded, 
“has of course been the pooling 
of resources and the combined ef- 
fort of the United Nations against 
the Axis. 

“Each of the United Nations has 
contributed. There is no physical 
or financial standard of value by 
which we can measure the mili- 
tary contribution to the war on 
land or sea or in the air which 
has been made by our Allies and 
ourselves. 


“One thing is clear: By the help 
which our Allies and friends have 
given us, and by the help which 
we have given them in the com- 
mon cause, we have not only made 
progress in the war, but we have 
saved the lives of many of our 
own boys as well as those of our 
Allies.” 

The British white paper said 
that aid to Russia included 4690 
aircraft and spare parts. 


In a summary of the assistance 
to others of the United Nations 
the report said that Holland, Bel- 
gium, Norway and Yugoslavia pay 
for what they get; the armed 
forces of Greece, CzechoSlovakia 
and France get supplies without 
charge; Turkey receives military 
supplies free; and plans for free 
ald also have been offered to 
Poland and Yugoslavia, 

The British If ted in a separate 
category 94 naval vessels, includ- 
ing one cruiser, 14 destroyers, six 
submarines, 17 corvettes and many 
smaller vessels, as being “on loan 
to our Allies.”

Remedies Being Developed, Naval 
Hospital Doctors Report. 


BOSTON, Nov. 11 (AP).—The 
cause of seasickness, as well as 


air, car and train sickness, has 
been discovered and remedies are 
being developed, two doctors at 
the Chelsea Naval Hospital said 
yesterday. 

Seasickness occurs because food 
and drink can only leave the stom- 
ach one way—and that is up, Lt. 
Cmdrs. Robert S. Schwab and H 
D. Goehring, naval doctors who 
have been studying the problem 
for a year, stated: The circular 
muscle between the stomach and 
small intestine fails to open in 
some persons because the nerve 
controlling it responds wunfavor- 
ably to motion, they said.

POLISH PLEA FOR FEDERATED

LONDON, Nov. 11 (AP) <— 
Stanislaw Mikolajczyk, deputy 
prime minister of the Polish gov- 
ernment-in-exile, declared anew 
today his government’s desire to 
collaborate with Russia, but at 
the same time renewed its pro- 
posal for a postwar federation of 
European states which the Rus- 
sians have opposed. 

In a speech commemorating the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of Po- 
land’s independence, he empha- 
sized “the necessity for protecting 
Europe from Germany's economie 
hegemony because it would lead 
inevitably to her political domina- 
tion.” 

Referring to Russia, he said the 
Poles were with “all United Na- 
tions which reciprocally desire 
our friendly close co-operation,” 
and added: “We wish to believe 
they will include, too, our eastern 
neighbors.”

—Before the Tomb of the Un- 
known Soldier, looking out over 
the burial places of America’s he- 
roes of other wars and freshly 
turned graves of the dead of this 
war, President Roosevelt stood to- 
day in silence on the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the end of World 
War I. 

For one minue, at 11 a. m., the 
Armistice hour, there was com- 
plete silence in the wooded hills 
of Arlington National Cémetery. 
Then the notes of “taps” sounded 
from the trumpet of an Army 
bugler. 

For Roosevelt, there were no 
speeches to hear and none to 
make. With a blue Navy cape pro- 
tecting him against a chill fall 
wind, he stood at attention be- 
tween his naval and military aides, 
Rear Adm. Wilson Brown and 
Maj. Gen. E. M. Watson, Brown

Roosevelt rode to the ceremonies 
on the Arlington hillside with Sec- 
retary of War Stimson and Secre- 
tary of the Navy Knox in an open 
car. As they turned into the gate- 
way of the National Cemetery, a 
battery of four guns began firing 
a 2i-gun salute. 

At the tomb itself, an Army band 
played the National Anthem pre- 
ceding the minute of silence. An 
honor guard of soldiers, sailors and 
Marines stood at attention. 

Standing later by the tomb of 
he Unknown Soldier, National 
Commander Warren H. Atherton 
of the American Legion urged the 
nation to hold back the forces 
of aggression in the future by 
brandishing a big stick. 

“The Legion urges that the 
American people determine to car- 
ry full insurance against the fu- 
ture war by being ready at all 
times to counter any possible 
threat,” Atherton asserted. 

“This can be done only if our 
young men are given military 
training as part of their education, 
and only if there is always on hand 
the tools with which that training 
can be used to discourage those 
who might wish to make war. We 
as a nation must pledge that, this 
time, this war will end not with an 
armistice but with a peace. And 
this time, we must be prepared to 
make that pledge stick.” 


King and Queen Lead Quiet Brit- 
ish Observance. 
LONDON, Nov. 11 (AP).—Brit- 
ain’s commemoration of Armistice 
day was led by the King and 
Queen, but otherwise the day was 
much like any other, with both 
Civilians and soldiers devoting 

themselves to work for victory. 
The King and Queen, who had 
asked that the day be observed 


with simplicity and an extra meas- 
ure of war effort, placed a wreath 
of poppies on the Cenotaph in 
memory of the war dead, as did 
Lt. Gen. Jacob L. Devers on behalf 
of the United States armed forces. 

In bomb-scarred Westminster 
Abbey, a prayer was intoned over 
the candle-lighted tomb of the un- 
known soldier at 11 a, m. and then 
for two minutes there was silence 
among the hundreds gathered at 
the shrine. 

Apparently fearful the down- 
trodden peoples of occupied Eu- 
rope would seize the day for new 
outbreaks of sabotage, the Ger- 
mans were reported to have tight- 
ened policing of all subjugated 
areas. 

The Algiers radio urged workers 
in France to strike from the his- 
toric hour of 11 a. m. until noon 
in the factories where they are 
forced to turn out war goods for 
their conquerors. 

In the Southwest Pacific, Amer- 
icans and Australians, soldiers and 
civilians, from Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur on down, went about their 
business as usual. 

_American and Australian flags 
flew from military buildings and 
on the street civilians paid no at- 
tention to the armistice hour of 
11 o'clock.

Thomas F, Muldoon and Louis 
Shifrin, are all lawyers. Muldoon 
said today that, while the issuance 
of such search warrants was en- 
tirely the function of the Police 
Board president, his own position 
was that “definite and prompt ac- 
tion should be the essence of our 
investigation.” Shifrin, too, told a 
reporter he favored immediate ac- 
tion. 

The statute under which the 
search warrants were drawn, Sec- 
tion 7705, reads: 

“Whenever the president (of the 
Board of Police Commissioners) 
shall have the knowledge, or re- 
ceive satisfactory information that 
there is , .. any gaming device 
. . kept or used ,.. he shall 
have the power to issue a warrant, 
directed to some officer of the 
police force... to seize and bring 
before him... such gaming table 
or other gambling device... and 
to arrest such person or persons 
as may be in charge... ” 
Other provisions of this statute 
provide for hearings before the 
Police Board president to deter- 
mine whether what has _ been 
seized is a gambling device, and 
for Police Court trials for defend- 
ants. Subsequent sections give 
police authority to break down 
doors if necessary to execute the 
warrants, and provide for public 
destruction of apparatus held to 
be gambling devices. 

With no thought of a search war- 
rant, three patrolmen from the 
Lucas Avenue Station last midnight 
raided the home of Zella Bank- 
head, a Negro, 3108A (rear) Delmar 
boulevard, and there seized a slot 
machine which had been installed 
by the McCall Novelty Co., 3147 
Locust boulevard. The woman was 
arrested, and police said they 
would refer the evidence to the 
Circuit Attorney’s office. 
Police Capt. Albert T. Wetzel, 
who commands that district, ex- 
plained that search warrants were 
not always obtained for such raids. 
“It depends on the circumstances 
and the nature of the case,” he 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
In another raid yesterday, with 
no search warrant, police seized 
147,000 Bingo lottery tickets in the 
basement of a tavern at 3640 
Gravois avenue.

INQUIRY BY DONNELL 


Prosecutors to Be Asked to 
Report on Federally-Li- 
censed Devices.

JEFFERSON CITY, ‘Nov. 11.— 
Gcv. Forrest C. Donnell is prepar- 
ing to call on local prosecutors in 
Missouri communities where Fed- 
erally licensed gambling machines 
are in use to investigate their op- 
eration and report to him. 

When his attention was directed 


yesterday to widespread distribu- 
tion of such devices, the Governor 
said he would obtain lists of the 
licenses issued and refer the mat- 
ter to local authorities. 


The Collector of Internal Reve- 
nue in the Western District of 
Missouri, at Kansas City, has is- 
sued licenses for about 150 ma- 
chines at 82 establishments, only 
eight of which are in Kansas City 
itself. On the other side of the 
State the Collector for the Eastern 
District of Missouri has issued 144 
licenses for 128 establishments, all 
but 22 of which are in the city of 
St. Louis, 

Following publication of the list 
for western Missouri in the Kan- 
sas City Star last Sunday the Jack- 
son County Sheriff visited the 
eight establishments which had 
procured licenses, but reported he 
was unable to find any of the ma- 
chines, 


The Governof said he had no 
present intention of asking Attor- 
ney General Roy McKittrick to 
undertake a slot machine investi- 
gation. McKittrick had pointed 
out earlier éhat he could not act 
unless instructed to do so by the 
Governor, 


In 1937, Gov. Lloyd C. Stark and 
McKittrick instituted a Statewide 
drive against slot machines and 
called. upon Prosecuting Attorneys 
in 37 counties to clean up slot 
machine operations and _ other 
gambling.

‘tree-top flying over France, where 
he alarmed the French peasants 
even more tHan his old neighbors. 

The incident in France happened 
while Lt. Flesh was piloting his 
bomber back from a mission, and 


the big plane was damaged so bad- 
ly by anti-aircraft fire that eight 
members of the crew bailed out 
over Germany, an Associated Press 
dispatch from a United States 
bomber base in England reported 
today. 

Flesh, 23 years old, whose home 
is at 668 West Lakewood avenue: 
Webster Groves, and his co-pilot 
were the only members of the crew 
to stay with the Fortress. Flesh 
flew the big plane so low to es- 
cape German fighter planes that 
he had to douge housetops and 
haystacks, 

The Germans who tried to pur- 
sue were fought off by the co-pilot, 
Lt. J. O. H. Gossage, 25: of Coni- 
micut, R. 1., who managed the top 
turret gun, and blazed away at 
them, 

Shell Sets Engine on Fire. 

The bomber got in trouble after 
encountering flak from hundreds 
of anti-aircraft guns. Finally one 
terrific burst set an engine on fire, 
the dispatch related. The racing 
propeller threatened to tear off 
the left wing or break loose and 
rip into the side of the bomber. 

The fire from the engine crept 
up the wing and neared the gas 
tank, while shell fragments kept 
tearing through the fuselage, but 
missed crew members. As if all 
this wasn’t enough, 20 German 
fighters swept in to finish off the 
wounded Fortress, and Flesh gave 
a flash over the interphone to the 
crew: “You'd better bail out.” 

Seeing the plane descending with 
its wheels down as though to at- 
tempt a landing, all but two Ger- 
man planes steered off. The last 
two members of the crew who left 
the ship had just parachuted into 
space, when the propeller and half 
of a crankshaft broke loose, the 
dispatch continued. 

Flesh went into a smooth dive 
that quickly blew out the flames 
on the wings. Then, realizing he 
was without gunners, Flesh de- 
cided he had better hug _ the 
ground. He dived the bomber 
more than 20,000 feet to within a 
few feet of the earth. 

The two Germans kept after 
him, and that was when Co-pilot 
Gossage took over the guns. 
“Lost Pursuers Among Haystacks.” 

“The fighters came in from be- 
hind time and again,” Gossage 
said, “but we were so low they 
couldn’t do much good, and we 
lost them among the haystacks. 
Honest, we were flying so low we 
had ‘to pull over trees and houses. 
Twice we came suddenly upon high

Discusses Coal Case. 

Discussing the coal case, Davis 

said “the wage stabilizatioin pol- 


decision. The injury that that 
episode has done is to the board’s 
policy in dealing with disputes dur- 
ing strikes, with the no-strike 
agreement, and with the labor 
movement which has, except for 
this one exception, adhered to the 
no-strike agreement. I mean the 
responsible leaders.” 

Without referring specifically to 
negotiations by Secretary of the 
Interior Ickes with the United 
Mine Workers during a miners’ 
strike, Davis said the policy of not 
dealing with strikers “was firmly 
established, and I am quite sure 
that as far as the War Labor 
Board is concerned, it will be firm- 
ly maintained. It would be foolish 
to say that this occurrence has 
not damaged that policy.” 

On this point Davis commented: 

“The controversy in the coal 
fields has greatly injured the 
policy of the War Labor Board in 
dealing with strikes, and I believe 
it has greatly damaged the Amer- 
ican labor movement, but it has 
not impaired the wage stabiliza- 
tion policy, as all the more 
thoughtful observers are begin- 
ning to point out, and as will be- 
come increasingly clear as time 
goes on.” 

‘As to the Ickes-Lewis agree- 
ment, he said “the only change 
made by Mr. Ickes and Mr. Lewis 
was to sell us 15 minutes of lunch 
time for 37% cents, which was 
the going rate. The final agree- 
ment entered into by Mr. Ickes 
Was an agreement in which the 
Government bought the labor of 
the miners at exactly the same 
rate that was paid for it under 
the contract of 1941-1943. They 
paid $8.50 for eight hours work, 
which is exactly what they paid 
under the old contract,” 

For Stabilized Wages. 

Davis remarked ‘that a recent 
letter he addressed to Vice-Presi- 
dent Wallace on wage stabilization 
had been “widely misunderstood 
and misapplied.” He said the let- 
ter pointed out that in the major 
basic industries “the price of la- 
bor, which is the hourly wage, has 
been held substantially constant 
since Sept. 15, 1942, while the price 
of other things which the wage 
and salary earners buy has not 
been held so constant. 

“This has been taken to mean 
that I think that those wage rates 
should now be increased to match 
the cost of living increase since 
Sept. 15, 1942. That erroneous de- 
duction should be corrected. In 
my opinion exactly the opposite 
course should be followed. Wage 
rates have been stabilized substan- 
tially as of Sept. 15 and should re- 
main stable. Those prices which 
have not been so well stabilized 
should be firmly held, and, so far 
as practicable, brought back to the 
Sept. 15 level, in my opinion, 

“Any other course would be fol- 
lowing a will-of-the-wisp. It would 
renew the tragic race between 
wages and prices. That would, I 
believe, subject the wage earners 
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,,in the major basic industries to 


bitter disappointment because 
prices would continue to rise at 
least as fast as wages, and prob- 
ably faster. 

“The other element of our so0- 
ciety, including particularly the 
wage and salary earners who are 
not so favorably situated as the 
wage earners in the basic indus- 
tries, would suffer all the evils of 
inflation. Living Americans do not 
know from actual experience what 
these evils really are. The eco- 
nomic stabilization policy, includ- 
ing wage stabilization, has been 
developed to protect the country 
from finding out what these evils 
really are by sad experience.” 

Prices Versus Wages. 

Davis said the average Ameri- 
can worker had received more 
than the 15 per cent increase over 
his straight time hourly e-rnings 
of January, 1941, but that some 
groups of white collar workers had 
not received the 15 per cent al- 
lowed by the Little Steel formula. 
He said the board cannot do any- 
thing for those people as indivi- 
duals but if they applied as groups 
their cases would be handled.

I 
yelled that I was shot, I was in 
front of all but Merle. They ran 
for shelter. I dragged myself to- 
ward a Jap grass shanty about 12 
yards to the rear of where I was 
hot. 


Lay Unattended. 


“Sgt. Young said he would send 
help as soon as possible. The pos- 
sible never came, evidently, be- 
cause I lay there unattended in 
any way, without food or water or 
medical care, 


“Two days of semi-delirium, and 
then I called Capt. Shirley’s name. 
Finally Lt. Gibbs and one of his 
men from the antitank company 
came to me. Their medic also 
«ame with them. Their medic gave 
yne my first drink of water in 
three days, but had no food ;to 
offer. The medic bandaged me 
temporarily. Lt. Gibbs promised 
me aid, but I never saw him 
again. * 

“The medic came back and gave 
me water, but a man helping him 

ot shot there and that scared 

im away. Life from then on was 
@ terrible nightmare. The hot, 
burning sun. The delirious nights. 
No one came near me from then 
on, but I did dig a water hole in 
four days time, which was won- 
derful to me, although it was pol- 
luted by all the rotting bodies with- 
in 12 or 14 feet of me. 


Within 15 Yards of Enemy. 


“Then two or three rescue parties 
from my company came out but 
they never could find me. On two 
or three occasions they nearly got 
to, me, when the Japs or rain- 
storms made it impossible. The 
Japs were living within 15 yards 
of me. I could see them every 
day. ‘ 

“T have tried to make splints 

and craw! or walk out, but I just 
can't make them. 
- “Today (as nearly as I can 
fudge, Dec. 11) I managed to 
stand, but I can go no farther. A 
Jap shot me in the shoulder and 
neck as I weakly sat there and I 
thought my time had come, but 
no.” 

Here, Capt. Horton began writ- 
ing in the present tense. 


“I sit and he here in this ter- 
rible place, wondering not why God 
has forsaken me, but rather why 
He is making me suffer this ter- 
rible end. 

“The Supreme Test.” 

"It is true I understand life and 
its reason now, but why should 
He send it to this terrible grave 
with me? Why not let me live 
and tell others?) I am not afraid 
to die, although I nearly lost my 
faith during a couple of days here. 
I have a pistol here, but I could 
not kill myself. I still have faith 
in the Lord. I think He must be 
giving me the supreme test. 


“TI know now how Christ felt on 
the cross—I have imagined hearing 
several other rescue parties, but 
one’s imagination grows as his 
body shrivels—I have had no food 
of any kind since that morning I 
was shot. My right hip is broken 
and my right leg, both compound 
fractures, else I would have been 
out of here the first couple of 
days, wounds or no wounds. 

“My life has been good, but I 
am so young and have so many 
things undone that a man of 29 
should do—we may never know 
God's purpose in striking me down 
like this, but He must have one. I 
can say truthfully that I have 
never killed a man, although I 
have been ordered to order others 
to kill—I wonder how long a man 
can go on like this?” 


Commends Companion. 


“T’ shall continue to pray for a 
miracle of rescue. I want to com- 
mepd Lt. Ellis for his wonderful 
effort and heroism in attempting 
to rescue me under Jap treachery. 

“God bless you, my loved ones. 
Keep the faith—don't worry. I 
shal] see you all again some day. I 
am prepared to meet my Maker. 
Love. 

“HERSCHEL.” 

The letter was sent to Capt. 
Horton’s father by Lt. Col. John 
R. Murphy of the Quartermaster 
Depot at Kansas City, Mo., along 
with the personal effects of the 
dead officer. 

Lt. Col. Murphy wrote: 

“Today has come into my pos- 
session a most tragic letter writ- 
ten by your son immediately prior 
to his death. It will cause you 
heartache and grief, but at the 
same time will give you even 
greater pride in being the father 
of a son who could face death as 
he did. 

“I send this letter to you, the 
father, because with you must rest 
the decision whether Mrs. Horton 
and your daughter shall see it and 
read it. Please do not let Mrs.

the Miami police said he found it. 

The defense has implied that 
Barker and Capt. Melchen of the 
Miami police arranged to get the 
print from some object touched by 
de Marigny during the investiga- 
tion. 

“Capt. Barker may have made a 
mistake,” said the justice, “but that 
is far different from fabrication as 
the defense charged.” 

Circumstantial Evidence. 

In making his final charge to the 
jury, the justice said that most 
murder cases mast hinge on cir- 
cumstantial evidence. 

“In circumstantial evidence,” he 
declared, “it must be shown that 
no one but the accused could rea- 
sonably have committed the crime. 
Circumstantial evidence is not like 
a chain, where the break of one 
link breaks the chain. It is more 
like a rope of several strands, 
which still has some _ strength 
though some strands are broken.” 

Turning to the fingerprint evi- 
dence against de Marigny and the 
testimony that burned hairs were 
found on his hands and arms after 
the killing, the judge declared: 
“The prisoner is entitled to the 
benefit of reasonable doubt, if the 
prosecution has not proved to you 
that the print came from the 
screen or that his explanation of 
the burned hairs is untrue.” 

Crown’s Final Argument. 
Concluding his final argument as 
court opened, Attorney General 
Eric Hallinan had defended the 
methods used in introducing the 
fingerprint. Then the justice be- 
gan his charge. 

Hallinan did not finish his final 
argument yesterday, and was al- 
lowed one hour today for com- 
pleting his summation. He de- 
voted the time to an attempt to 
convince the jury that the: finger- 
print on exhibit is good evidence. 

Hallinan defended the method 
used in obtaining the print, and 
asserted that de‘Marigny could 
not have made the impression 
after Oakes’ body was discovered. 

The justice’s charge came after 
20 days of testimony. 

Urges Calm Consideration. 
‘“No man in the Empire, even in 
time of war, can be found guilty 
except on a verdict of a jury,” he 
said. “With the feeling of liberty 
bred into our bones, you will not 
rush, but will reach a _ decision 
calmly and with thorough deliber- 
ation.” : 

He thanked attorneys for able 
representation of both sides. ° 
“Still we are completely in the 
dark,” he said, “as to’many of the 
baffling circumstances which sur- 
rounded the death of ‘Sir Harry 
Oakes. Nassau awoke July 8 to 
learn the appalling news that an 
outstanding citizen was murdered 
in a most cruel and unnatural 
manner,” 

“The prisoner is entitled to the 
benefit of reasonable doubt,” he 
continued, “if the prosecution has 
not proved to you that his print 
came from the bed screen or that 
his explanation of the burned hair 
is untrue. 

“The prisoner need not satisfy 
you, regardless of your own feel- 
ing, if it igs not proved to your 
satisfaction, De is entitled to the 
benefit of reasonable doubt. The 
doctrine of reasonable doubt 
should run like a refrain through 
your every discussion. 

“I say as presiding judge, that 
to my mind there is no evidence 
whatsoever to justify allegations 
made during the trial or to justify 
any charge of fabricating or falsi- 
fying evidence.” 

Caution On Police Evidence. 

He pointed out that even police 
evidence must be accepted with 
caution, 

“Capt. Barker may have made 
a mistake,” he said, “but that is 
far different from fabrication as 
the defense charged.” 

Rumors arising after the killing, 
he said, “must be cast entirely 
aside and your verdict must be 
on the evidence.” 

He told the jury that the ac- 
cused man must be presumed in- 
nocent until he is proved guilty. 

Guilt Must Be Proved. 

“Tt is not for the prisoner to es- 
tablish his innocence,” declared the 
Justice, “but for the prosecution to 
establish his guilt. 

“The prisoner under British jus- 
tice need not satisfy a jury as to 
his innocence. - 

“The prisoner is entitled to the 
benefit of doubt.” 

“It is next to impossible,” he 
explained, “to present direct evi- 
dence in a murder case because 
the murderer avoids committing a 
crime when there are witnesses, 80 
the evidence is circumstantial. In 
circumstantial evidence it must be 
shown that no one but the accused 
could reasonably have committed 
the crime. 

“Circumstantial evidence is not 
like a chain, where the break>of 
one link breaks the chain. It is 
more like a rope of several strands, 
which still has some strength 
though some strands are broken.” 

The courtroom was packed, 
Marigny’s wife did not appear, 
however, to claim the seat reserved 
for her until] near the end of Hal- 
linan’s summation. 

The Judge described the ro- 
mance of Nancy and de Marigny 
and told of their marriage. 

Praises Lady Oakes. 

He praised the testimony of 
Lady Bunice Oakes, the widow, 
saying that she held back nothing 
in de Marigny’s favor despite her 
evident feeling against her son-in- 
law. 

. “The feeling of the Oakes fam- 
ily is understandable,” he said. 

The Crown contends, the justice 
pointed out, the the prisoner’s ob- 
ject from the start was to get 
hold of a considerable portion of 
the Oakes fortune, and was un- 
satisfied with small doles of 
money. 

Seeing the fdrtune slipping out 
of his hands, the prosecution con- 
tended, de Marigny killed Oakes. 

On the other hand, the Judge 
added, de Marigny’s wife Nancy 
testified that he never sought any 
money from her. 

Must Weigh Evidence. 

“You must take the law from 
the Judge, but you must weigh the 
evidence for yourself,” the Judge 
told the jury. 

“I talk over the evidence with 
you as a thirteenth juror, and not 
for either the prosecution or the 


defense.”

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“Melchen himself made a griev- 
ous error regarding time,” said 
the Judge, again referring to the 
sa testimony about the hour 


when de Marigny was taken up- 
stairs at Westbourne, Melchen had 
set the hour at between 3 and 4 
when he testified at the prelimi- 
nary hearing, and changed it toa 
noon at the trial. 

The Juatice quoted from the 
story of Constable Wendel! Parker, 
who said de Marigny appeared at 
the police station about 7:30 a. m., 
July 8, seemingly excited and with 
a wild look in his eyes, and. his 
lips puffed, 

“This is another bit of evidence 
with no substantiation whatever,” 
the Judge remarked. “No other 
— saw the wild eye or puffed 

p.’ 

“I am still in the dark as to why 
all of this testimony about a truck 
and gasoline drums.” 

Anderson said de Marigny asked 
him to have several drums of 
gasoline remdved from his yard.

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MOSCOW CONFERENCE AGREED 
ON ECONOMIC PROGRAM, WORK 
BEGUN, EDEN TELLS COMMONS 


Foreign Secretary Says Results of Talks Ex- 
ceeded His Hopes — Has Reasonable Ex- 
pectation That Even Stubbornest Prob- 
lems Will Be Solved. :

LONDON, Nov. 11 (AP). 


N his first public report on the Moscow Conference, Foreign Secre- 
tary Anthony Eden gave Commons today the most optimistic o/fi- 
cial outlook ever presented Britain for full and frank postwar co- 


operation among Great Britain, the United States and Britain. 


Indicating that the results at 
Moscow had exceeded even his 
high hopes, Eden asserted the ma- 
jor success of the parley was not 
in its radically new consultative 
machinery, but in “the basis of 
goodwill and confidence” which it 
established among the three pow- 
ers for dealing with future prob- 


lems. 

While not pretending that agree- 
ment had been reached on all the 
problems discussed, the Foreign 
Secretary said reasonable hope 
could be held “for even the most 
stubborn among them.” Some of 
his listeners presumed this a ref- 
erence to the question of Russia's 
postwar boundaries. 


Economic Program. 


He also disclosed that economic 
questions had been discussed and 
an agreement reached “on a pro- 
gram for handling these vast prob- 
lems, on many of which work al- 
ready has begun.” The absence of 
any economic agreement had been 
mentioned by some commentators 
as the principal gap left in the 
Moscow Conference program. 

He explained that only the three 
big Allied Powers had been in- 
cluded on the European advisory 
commission because its function 
was to make recommendations, in- 
stead of being an executive body, 
and revealed that occasionally “a 
sort of an ad hoc (special pur- 
pose) conference of a foreign sec- 
retary and two ambassadors.could 
be set wp to consider problems 

. - Something of a novelty in dip- 
lomatic procedure.” 

Eden, wearing an Armistice Day 
poppy in his buttonhole, received 
loud applause from Commons. 

' “The actual achievements of the 
conference seem to me to be solid 
enough,” he appraised, “but it was 
the friendly atmosphere of mutual 
interest and mutual confidence in 
which all these conferences took 


place which, to me, will aways 
make the Moscow conference 
memorable.” 


Credit to Molotov, Hull. 


He said a large measure of 
credit for success’ of the meetings 
must go to Foreign Commissar 
Vyacheslav Molotov for his 
handling of the long and compli- 
eated agenda and added that 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
must have felt the results justi- 
fied “his very gallant venture in 
making this iong flight” from the 
United States. 

Of measures which were taken 


to shorten the war, Eden declared, 


“the results of our discussions un- 
der this head can only be made 
public as they develop at the ex- 
pense of the common enemy. I 
have confidence that the develop- 
ment will be found generally satis- 
factory by the members of all 
parts of the House.” 


Military discussions perhaps did 
more good to the mutual relations, 
by the frank and exhaustive ex- 
amination that was made of them, 
than any other phase of the con- 
ference, he said, adding “there was 
no tendency on the part of any of 
the delegates to dodge any diffi- 
culty or important issue that these 
matters raised.” 

He asserted that the delegates 
met “on a basis of complete 
equality” and strived “for one pur- 
pose only, to try to bring the war 
to an end in victory at the earliest 
possible moment and thereafter 
full co-operation with each other 
to ensure that the people of the 
world might live at peace.” 


Meeting With Turks. ~ 


Of his meeting at Cairo last 
week with Turkish Foreign Minis- 
ter Numan Menemencioglu, Eden 
said: 

“We exchanged views on the 
general situation in light of the 
results of the Moscow conference. 
My Turkish colleague has now re- 
turned to Ankara to report on the 
outcome of these conversations to 
his government. In the meantime 
there is nothing further I can 
say.” 

Thus there was no mention of 
the earlier speculation in some 
quarters that Turkey might cede 
air bases to Britain, or possibly 
even enter the war on the side 
of the Allies. 

Eden gave an indirect reply to 
French and Polish dissatisfaction 
that their countries were not in- 
cluded on the European advisory 
commission authorized by the 
Moscow pact. He said the war 
had shown the urgent need of 
some such machinery above and 
beyond diplomatic interchange “to 
avoid delays and misunderstand- 
ings which inevitably occur when 
each of us makes our own plan 
separately” and explained that the 
commission was limited to the 
United States, Russia and Britain 
because it was to be an advisory 
and not an executive body. 

“The truth must be faced,” he 
asserted, “that it is upon these 
three powers, principally, that will 
lie the responsibility for ensuring 
that this war is followed by last-

Reports from Munich say that southern Germany wants to be 
separated from Prussia, but such reports are not new; there always 
have been unbridgeable gulfs between North and South Germany. 


Austria and Prussia are not united 


Some observers see quick possi- 
bilities for erasing Nazism from 
Germany, but generations of evo- 
lution may be necessary to smoth- 
er Prussian militarism. 

Germany has demonstrated that 
‘a government, in itself, means 
nothing. Both as a monarchy and 
as a republic it was a danger to 
its neighbors. Although many Ger- 
mans may be peace-minded, con- 
siderable trainihg appears to be 
necessary to eliminate the im- 
potence of German democracy, 
which proved incapable of resist- 
ing its war-minded elements. 

Germany is likely to be under 
military control for some time be- 
fore any effort is made to have it 
resume normal political functions. 
Thousands of its political leaders 
are in concentration camps. 


Hollands Sets Pattern. 


Much of Europe undoubtedly will 
also be under some type of foreign 
or national military control during 
the immediate postwar period. The 
Netherlands Government provided 
what may be a blueprint for the 
re-establishment of legitimate gov- 
ernment in territories now occu- 
pied by the Germans. 

When the day of liberation 
comes, extraordinary martial laws 
will be proclaimed for Holland, 
with the civil administration con- 
ducted by Dutch military forces of 
reoccupation. Queen Wilhelmina 
will return later and instruct the 
Cabinet and the Prime Minister to 
form a new government, which is 
expected to consist mainly of those 
who remained in Holland during 
the German occupation.

Nazi Satellites. 


The German satellites—Finland, 
Hungary and Rumania—face polit- 
ical housecleanings. All have been 
endeavoring to maintain that 
theirs has been a defensive war, 
but such expressions have been 
heard only since Allied successes 
changed the complexion of the 
war. 

The fate of the Baltic states of 
Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania still 
is uncertain. Leaders in exile of 
these countries hope they may be 
maintained as independent states 
under the Atlantic Charter guaran- 
tees, although the Soviet newspa- 
per Pravda in February said the 
Baltic republics are “parts of 
Soviet Russia’s own territory.” 


It is uncertain what form the 
restoration of Austria may take. 


The Germans attempted to cre- 
ate a Balkan federation and the 
Wilhelmstrasse even announced its 
organization, but had to back down 
when Hungary and Bulgaria de- 
clined to aid the Nazis militarily 
in the case of an Allied invasion. 

Russia has been keeping posted 
in the Balkans by maintaining re- 
lations with Bulgaria, which is at 
war with the United States and 
Britain. The situation is similar to 
that of Finland, which is at war

Saga of Destroyer’s Last 
Battle in Which It Sank 
Two Submarines — Too 
Close for Big Guns— 
Empty Boxes Hurled at 


Enemy.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP). 


HE knock-down, drag-out fight- 
T ing technique of the old de- 
stroyer Borie was credited by 
the Navy today with helping its 
task force sink “more submarines 
than any team in naval history.” 
The Navy did not disclose the 
totals, but it is probable that the 
planes and destroyers accompany- 
ing the baby’flat-top Card disposed 
of about 12 U-boats, three of them 
absolutely certain kills. 
The 23-year-old Borie finally 
went to the bottom itself during a 
heavy storm, taking two U-boats 
with it. 
For this and other achievements 
the task force as a whole nowmay 
wear a presidential unit citation— 
first such award ever made to a 
carrier group for antisubmarine 
work. | 
“I'll never forget the night the 
Borie was sunk,” said Capt. Arnold 
J. Isbell, Chicago, skipper of the 
Card, who recalled that the night 
the Borie’s crew carried out orders 
to abandon ship waves were “15 or 
20 feet high, and I’m not exagger- 
ating.” 
He turned to the Borie’s skipper, 
30-year-old Lt. Charles H. Hutch- 
ins of Terre Haute, Ind., to tell of 
his ship’s final battle. 


‘Biggest Sub I Ever Saw.’ 

The Borie had depth-charged one 
U-boat to the bottom, then en- 
gaged a second. It rammed and 
ran up on top of “the biggest sub 
I ever saw,” said Hutchins. 

“We stopped our engines and 
held- him there and started shoot- 
ing with everything we had. Some 
men fired shotguns; the executive 
officer grabbed a tommy gun and 
started shooting from the bridge; 
others used pistols, one boy even 
took a signa) pistol and fired at 
the sub.” 

The range was too short for the 
big guns to bear. One gun captain 
“started throwing empty shell 
cases and he knocked one man off 
the deck of the sub.” Another 
Nazi was knocked overboard by a 
thrown knife. ln 
Fighting at 10 Feet. 

For 10-minutes the fighting—al- 
most hand-to-hand—raged at a 10-) 
foot range. Then the submarine 
broke loose and tried to escape. 
But the Borie blasted it with depth

sinking, said only that the Borie, 
built in 1920, depth-charged one 
submarine to the bottom and, 
when another appeared, rammed it. 


Led U-Boats Into Trap. 

Capt. Isbell of the Card told to- 
day of leading submarines into a 
trap while his escorting ships were 
picking up survivors of the Borftie. 

“During the evening we picked 
up two submarines, or rather they 
picked us up,” he said. “We'd 
signal the destroyers we were com- 
ing through with the subs behind 
us. The destroyers would go into 
action and the subs wouldn't . be 
there any more,” 

The best way to beat the stib- 
marines is “by simply wading into 
the midst of a pack of submarines 
and fighting it out at-close quar- 
ters,” said Isbell. | 

Two.months ago U-boats began 


charges until “it exploded and sank 
right in front of us,” Hutchins re- 
lated. 

Its plates buckled, water filling 
the hold, the Borie limped back 
to the task force, but its damage 
was so severe it had to be aban- 
doned. later, it was sunk by 
planes from its carrier. 


Knocked Off With Knife. 

“The range was so short ane 
gun couldn’t be brought to bear 
on the submarine. So the gun 
captain started throwing empty 
shelicases and he knocked one man 
off the deck of the sub,” Hutchins 
related. “Another fellow threw his 
knife. He said later he'd never 
been able to stick a knife in the 
floor before, but this time he hit | 
a man on the sub and knocked | 
him overboard. 

“One other gun crew couwldn’t 
fire because their shield was in 
the way. They cut a hole in the 
shield and fired right through it.” 
The action lasted about 10 min- 
utes before the U-boat broke loose 
and attempted to flee. 

“He went into a tight turn and 
we couldn’t turn close enough to 
bring our guns on him,” Hutchins 
continued. “We attempted to ram 
again even though we'd been dam- 
aged pretty badly when we ran 
up over him, He turned the tables 
and tried to ram us, but we fired 
a ‘salvo of depth charges and 
stopped him about six feet from 
our side.” é 

Operated Big Gun Alone. 
Hutchins then told of continued 
fire at the submarine—one crew 
man operated a big gun alone, get- 
ting the ammunition, loading the 
gun, then firing; another gun cap- 
tain, when mechanism failed, 
pulled the latch by hand to fire 
his gun repeatedly despite a recoil 
that battered his arm “until it 
was big as his leg.” 

Then the submarine “sank right 
in front of us and exploded,” 
Hutchins said. 

Hutchins told of enginerooms 
flooded, generator and radio com- 
munications going out aboard the | 
Borie. | 


Collected Lighter Fluid. | 
“We had a small emergency | 
radio aboard, but we had run out | 
of gasoline to operate its genera- | 
tor. So, we collected all the lighter | 
fluid aboard ship and got enough | 
fuel to use tne generator for a. 
short message.” | 
The Borie was located the next | 
morning by planes from the Card. 
The ship was abandoned and all | 
but 27 members of its crew were 
picked up by the Goff and Barry 
despite the heavy weather. 

The Navy, departing from its 
usual restraint of language, de- 
scribed the exploit of the Borie as 
a “saga” of antisubmarine warfare 
in a statement accompanying the 
communique. 


All but 27 Men Saved. 

“It is a tribute to the seaman- 
ship of the crews of the Goff and 
Barry that all but 27 of the Borie’s 
crew were saved,” said the Navy 
statement after telling of the 
storm. 

“It was a stormy night with the 
Atlantic rolling up huge waves, a 
night that would cause concern to 
the most modern, water-tight ship, 
let alone an. over-age destroyer 
with her hull bashed in.”

(Cairo dispatches said today that 
the President and Premier of 
Lebanon had been arrested by the 
French National Committee of 
Liberation, as the crisis between 
the Arab state and the French

(The dispute apparently reached 
a climax several days ago when 
the Lebanese chamber of deputies 
announced that it intended to 
adopt several constitutional 
changes.

“It is inconceivable that any 
great French leader should retain 
a link with Vichy.”

Boss Queeny and His Machine 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Out of the Queeny-Willkie imbroglio 
there emerged one brashly significant 
fact which apparently was overlooked 
by your forum contributors to the con- 
troversy. I allude to the present owner- 
ship of the Republican State political 
machine and'its manipulation against 
the progressive elements of that party 
by E. M. Queeny, the banker-industrial- 
ist who, Mr. Willkie alleges, possesses 
more wealth than “big boy” Tom La- 
mont, head of the J. P. Morgan inter- 
national banking combine.

To illustrate: We can safely say that 
a substantial majority of Missouri Re- 
publicans favor some pattern of post- 
war world organization to provide 
against ever-recurring spasms of global 
blood-letting, savage butchery and the 
generally uncivilized conduct of civiliza- 
tion. These, it is agreed, are the out- 
growth of a disordered international 
economy in a world that can provide 
more than a “super-abundance” for all 
its people—including milk for Hottentot 
babies. 

Wendell Willkie attempted faintly to 
outline such a world organization, but

“Missouri, Not Utopia” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

While constitutional conventions in 
our time are usually not in any danger 
of being too idealistic, I nevertheless 
consider your editorial, “Missouri, Not 
Utopia,” both significant and timely. 


We need to be reminded that the brief 
Constitutions of the early Amefican 
states, concerned only with general prin- 
ciples, were gradually made longer for 
the same reasons the people of St. Louis 
wrote a detailed merit system amend- 
ment into their Charter. Certainly the 
records of recent Missouri Legislatures 
afford no warrant for reducing the Con- 
stitution to a scaffold and leaving the 
rest to the Legislature. 


In my opinion, Articles IV, IV-A and 
V of the recently adopted Constitution 
of New York supply a much more prac- 
tically suggestive basis for the executive 
departments in Missouri than all the 
“model constitutions” I have come 
across, Let us scrupulously preserve all 
the good principles thus far gained in 
our Constitution, and then add a few 
more that are obviously dictated by re- 
cent experiences.

Why Dawdle, Huffman? 


The president of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, Mr. Huffman, is showing a remarkable‘ 
reluctance to sign warrants which would enable 
the Police Department to get ahead with an effec- 
tive campaign against the operators of slot ma- 
chines. Mr. Huffman’s dilatory. tactics become 
all the more worthy of remark in view of the 
fact that he now refuses even to discuss the 
matter with news reporters who have, to date, 
been doing just about all of the work that the 
police should be doing to rid the city of these 
unlawful machines. 

What is Mr. Huffman’s lack of hurry? If he 
waits long enough, the operators of this racket 
will have had time either to prepare a defense 
against police action, or, if they are unsatisfied 
that they have a good enough chance of sustain- 
ing a defense, to close down, saving their ma- 
chines and their own hides. Meanwhile, the 
president of the Board of Police Commissioners 
has had the warrants on his desk for signature 
since Tuesday, and says only that he is not satis- 
fied about the technicalities of the statute he is 
being urged to act under, 

Mr. Huffman’s questioning of the law ignores 
the opinion of the Circuit Attorney, Mr. Hennings, 
who is perfectly well qualified to decide upon the 
legality of the course of action that is being urged 
upon the Police Board president, and who says 
without qualification that it is legal. If any 
technico-legal objection were brought up, it could 
more properly come from the slot machine opera- 
tors themselves, and it would seem to be a more 
practicable course for the Police Department to 
assume that it can take the necessary action un- 
less someone can prove that it cannot. Mr. Huff- 
man’s position in the matter is still more 
untenable in view of the fact that his two fellow- 
members of the board, Messrs. Shifrin and Mul- 
doon, are eager to get on with the investigation. 

The board president’s dilly-dallying is all the 
more inappropriate in view of the fact that mem- 
bers of the Police Department are, or should be, 
under suspicion in connection with the slot-ma- 
chine racket, and that the president of the Board 
of Police Commissioners should be, but apparently 
is not, the person most insistently demanding ac- 
tion immediately and in the most effective way 
the law allows. 

The delay may already have been fatal to the 
case. Of one thing we may be sure: that the 
men who are operating the slot machine racket 
are running rings around Mr. Huffman in find- 
ing out what the law allows and in taking vigor- 
ous steps to put the knowledge to the best ad- 
vantage. It is a safe wager that if, up to the 
present instance, Mr, Huffman had devoted him- 
self to protecting the public interest with half 
the ardor the racketeers have given to protecting 
theirs, those warrants would have been signed 
and the slot machine racket would by now be 
cozily on the way to being cleaned up. 

After 48 hours’ delay, how about, finally, some 
action, Mr. Huffman? Or if not, why not? 


A Hearing for Harry Slattery 


The enemies of Harry Slattery, REA Admin- 
istrator, have worked long and hard to bring 
about his ouster without a public hearing. They 
have failed, largely because Mr. Slattery refuses 
to quit, prefers to fight and insists that his at- 
tackers bring their charges out into the open. 

The prolonged effort by powerful political in- 
terests to stifle an inquiry is near collapse, now 
that the Senate Committee on Agriculture has 
approved the resolution for an investigation. As 
a compromise, the committee reduced the appro- 
priation from $15,000 to $2500, but this should 
not prevent the bringing out of all essential facts 
if a conscientious effort is made. 

It would be shameful if a veteran public serv- 
ant with a long record of achievement and sound 
administration were ousted without a hearing. 
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Victories Over the U-Boats 


In the days when Hitler was still rampaging 
on the offensive, the U-boat was his No. 1 weapon. 
He boasted loudly to that effect, and the Allies 
acknowledged the claim with such grave state- 
ments as that of Admiral Stark last Jan. 8, that 
“our greatest enemy is the submarine.” At that 
time, Stark admitted, “Our losses are something 
to be very uncomfortable about.” 

So it is a remarkable sign of how the tide of 
war now is flowing strongly to the Allied side 
to hear in a joint Roosevelt-Churchill announce- 
ment that in the last three months, the number 
of U-boats sunk exceeded the number of mer- 
chant ships sunk by U-boat action, and that the 
“certain kills” among Hitler’s shark packs total 
150 for the last six months, 

The statement does not say that the battle is 
won. The Nazis are resourceful, and adoption 
of deadly new devices is still possible. It may be 
that a formidable U-boat fleet is held in reserve. 
The cheering record of the last few months proves 
that our air patrols, escort vessels, swift sub- 
chasers’ and bombing of U-boat nests and facto- 
ries are getting results. 


Ploeser on the OWI 


The OWI’s appropriation for overseas activities 
was before the House for several days last week, 
and the debate was extensive. A statement by 
Gen. Marshall was introduced, praising the OWI 
for its “excellent work,” and adding that it had 
“contributed directly to the success” of the opera- 
tion in North Africa. A cable by Gen. Eisen- 
hower paid high tribute to the OWI for its help- 
ful propaganda in Africa, Sicily and Italy. There 
were similar statements by Gen. MacArthur and 
Lt. Gen, Patton. An abstract from a committee 
hearing showed that Brig. Gen. McClure, of Eisen- 
hower's staff, had said, “We are quite satisfied 
with them (OWI activities), and we certainly 
wish them to continue,” 

After these indorsementg by men who know, 


the appropriation was, of course, approved. But 
before the vote was taken, Representative Walter 
C. Ploeser rose to denounce the OWl’s overseas 


work as 


pure political rot and waste, designed more 
to influence our boys on foreign battlefields 
on how they might vote than in fighting a 
war to preserve their lives.

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The Case Against Scheufler 


Edward L. Scheufler, State Superintendent of 
Insurance, has forfeited the confidence of the 
State, and Attorney General McKittrick is to be 
applauded for demanding that the Governor get 
rid of him. McKittrick bases his case against 
Scheufler on three accusations: | 

(1) That he gave support, real or implied, 
to the infamous proposal of the stock fire 
insurance companies, now before Congress 
and roundly denounced by Attorney General 
Biddle, Senator Clark and others, that insur- 
ance companies be exempted from the na- 
tion’s anti-trust laws, 

(2) That he has not completed refunding 
to policyholders of the balances of two im- 
pounded fire insurance premium funds, long 
in litigation as the result of the intransi- 
geance of fire insurance companies to regu- 
lation by the State of Missouri. 

(3) That Scheufler has been approving fire 
insurance rates in excess of the level fixed 
in 1922, which McKittrick says is the only 
legal guide that can be followed. 

While awaiting proof of the second and third 
charges, the first charge alone is serious enough 
to disqualify the State Superintendent of Insur- 
ance, If there is any state in the Union where 


_ the stock fire insurance companies have forfeited 


public respect in their relation to government, 
it is Missouri. The long story of Missouri author- 
ities’ efforts to exercise proper control over them 
is a record of constant contemptuous resistance 
and corruption on the part of the companies. It 
culminated in the Pendergast bribery scandal, 
For a Missouri Insurance Superintendent to 
give aid and comfort to these companies, as Mc- 
Kittrick charges, in their indefensible proposal 
now before Congress, is a humiliation to the State.

The Attack on the Small Farmer 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


FSA's aid to the little fellow is called the reason why the Farm 
Bureau Federation has its hatchet out for the agency; denial of ap- 
propriation prevents 50,000 loans which would increase food pro- 
duction on small farms, only ones which can still increase output.

The Farm Bureau Federation’s hatchet 
men are still relentlessly pursuing the Farm 
Security Administration, Last June, at a 
time when its potential service to the war 
effort was most vital, they succeeded in crip- 
pling FSA by pruning its appropriation to 
the barest subsistence level, 


The House wanted to provide only $20,- 
000,000 for administration of the agency; 
the Senate proposed $30,000,000. A confer- 
ence compromise retained the House figure 
with a stipulation that FSA could spend at 
a higher rate during the first four months 
in order to continue its most essential op- 
erations. 


By November, it was expected, a House 
subcommittee studying permanent legisla- 
tion on FSA would be ready to report. But 
this subcommittee has not yet completed 
its hearings or prepared any recommenda- 
tions. FSA has asked for authorization to 
make additional rehabilitation loans and 
to be allowed to continue spending for ad- 
ministrative purposes at the rate fixed by 
the House-Senate conference, 


What the Appropriation Means 


If these requests are denied—and a House 
Appropriations subcommittee has recom- 
mended denial—FSA will be obliged sum- 
marily to close half its county offices. It 
will be unable either to make any new loans 
or to provide appropriate supervision for 
the loans which are currently outstanding. 


The supplemental appropriation sought by 
FSA has been indorsed by President Roose- 
velt and vigorously supported by War Food 
Administrator Marvin Jones. It would en- 
able this agency to make some 50,000 new 
food production loans to small farmers. 
Such loans woud result in very substantial 
production increases, for it is among the 
small family-farm units that our greatest 
production potential exists. 


The big commercial farms are already 


producing to capacity. But the little farms 


, can achieve maximum productivity only if 


they can seoure assistance from the Fed- 
eral Government in the form of funds and 
expert guidance, 


Now it is precisely because FSA has, from 
its inception, rendered aid to the little men 
of agriculture that the farm bloc in Con- 
gress, dominated by the Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration, is after its scalp. As the issue was 
stated by James G. Patton, president of the 
National Farmers Union, “FSA's sole crime 
is that, for the first time in 40 years, it 
checked the increase in farm tenancy by 
the rehabilitation of nearly one million local 
farm families.” 


Threat to Rural Independence 


The threatened abolition of FSA is in 
reality a threat to the economic independ- 
ence of America’s rural population. De- 
prived of the assistance which this agency 
alone has given to them, the family farms 
of this country will be progressively ab- 
sorbed by the development of corporate 
and plantation agriculture. It is no over- 
statement to say that we stand in real dan- 
ger of a reversion toward feudalism and 
serfdom. 

Family farming—small farms cultivated 
by those who live on them and own them— 
is the historic backbone of American agri- 
culture. It is the principal mainstay of 
rural democracy. To the little farmers, the 
men and women struggling to preserve or 
to gain their independence, FSA has become 
a symbol. Congress cannot destroy this sym- 
bol without destroying the one remaining 
hope of those who wrest their living from 
our soil. 


We urge the members of Congress to re- 
store FSA, strengthen it and make it an ef- 
fective instrument for war food produc- 
tion and for the general rehabilitation of 
rural America, 


A Sotialist View of the Moscow Agreement 


Norman Thomas in the Socialist Call. 


The agreements reached by the Moscow 
tri-power conference were much more ex- 
tensive, forthright and encouraging than I, 
along with most others, had expected. 

I had expected enough agreement to 
avoid a break between the three powers, 
at least until some sort of armistice was 
reached. What we have looks toward a 
very definite co-operation, partially includ- 
ing China, reaching indefinitely into the 
postwar period and pointing the way to “an 
international organization” of all “peace- 


‘ loving states.” 


There is even a reference to future “reg- 
ulation of armaments” following the dis- 
armament of the enemy. This would be 
more encouraging if it were not for the 
fiasco which followed similar promises after 
Versailles, ; 

All this justifies hope, but it is by no 
means a guarantee that the course of fu- 
ture co-operation and true love among the 
Big Three will run smooth, and there is 
definitely a danger that such co-operation 
of the strong will be at the expense of the 
weak. 


In such extensive agreements, the abso- 
lute silence on the Western boundaries of 


Russia and the whole colonial problem in 
its political and economic aspect, plus the 
formal affirmation of “unconditional sur- 
render” as the only appraggh to the Ger- 
man people, suggests definitely that 
Stalin and Roosevelt are underwriting the 
pre-war British Empire; that Roosevelt and 
Churchill are letting Stalin draw his own 
boundaries, and that Stalin has dropped 
his own valid distinction between the Ger- 
man people d their Nazi overlords, at 
least temporarily, in favor of an Anglo- 
American program, not yet clearly stated, 
for an indefinite three-power policing of 
Germany. 

In short, the Moscow agreements, which 
still need interpretation in the light of 
events, by no means remove the necessity 
for pressing the point—‘“co-operation, yes, 
but how and for what?”

The changing war tides have 
switched the political outlook of 
the neutrals. Sweden halted the 
transit of German troops over 
Swedish railways to Norway and 
Finland. Portugal provided the 
Azores as bases for Britain. Spain 
withdrew its Blue Division from 
the Leningrad front. Turkey be- 
came a non-belligerent ally of Brit- 
ain instead of claiming neutrality. 
Franco’s political position, won 
with the aid of Mussolini and Hit- 
ler, is wobbly and there is much 
talk of restoring the monarchy in 
Spain. 
The political evolution of Europe 
is expected to provide as dramatic 
a show as today’s fighting. Out 
of it will come a new Germany, a 
new France, a new Italy, new re- 
spect for Russian courage and re- 
sources—a “European Russia”— 
and new admiration for the Brit- 
ish will that would not collapse in 
the face of disaster.

DYNAMITE BLASTS 
BIG BANYAN TREE, 
26 JAPANESE KILLED 


Dynamite was used to blow up a 
large banyan tree and bring to 
earth 26 Japanese soldiers and 
their field radio in action on New 
Georgia, Maj. Edward C. Scherrer 
of Shawneetown, Ill. who is re- 
covering from battle wounds, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today. |

“Jap spies and snipers were giv- 
ing us plenty of trouble near 
Munda Air Field,” he _ recalled. 
“One of our soldiers saw 26 Japs 
climb into a large banyan tree 
and remain overnight. When our 
engineers exploded a charge of 
dynamite near the tree’s roots, 
the 26 Japs came tumbling down 
grotesquely. Some were killed 
and others wounded by the explo- 
sion. Our men went into action 
and the rest of the force was de- 
stroyed.” 

Maj. Scherrer is accompanied by 
his wife, the daughter of a Brit- 
ish career man in the South Pa- 
cific, who says she wants to ob- 
tain American citizenship.

Donnell even declined 
to sign letters prepared by the Re- 
publican State Committee to be 
sent to county committees con- 
cerning contest evidence, during 
his office hours as Governor. 

Two of his appointees have re- 
signed recently, on the ground 
they should not remain in office 
while considering entry into the 
senatorial race or while support- 
ing a candidate. 

Howard V. Stephens (Rep.) re- 
signed last Sept. 14 as a member

Although 
shooters were scarce in Southern 
Missouri, birds were plentiful and 
bags good. Agent James A, War- 
ner, Carthage, called it “the quiet- 
est opening day” in his experience.

AN ALEUTIAN ISLAND BASE, 
Sept. 15 (AP) (Delayed).—The 
squadron  leader’s four-motored 
bomber went down but its guns 
kept blazing at the attacking 
Zeros until it hit the sea.

Frank T. Gash of Fresno, 
Cal., the squadron leader. 

Maj. Gash’s Liberator, bomber 
was lost in a raid from an Aleu- 
tian base Sept. 11 on Japan’s Para- 
mushiru Island. 

The Zeros swarmed to center 
their attack on his’ plane as the 
Liberators started on the flight 
back to the Aleutians after drop- 
ping their bombs. 

“It went down with one motor 
out and another on fire,” said Cpl. 
Hopp, who was in another bomber 
which maneuvered to shield Maj. 
Gash’s crippled plane. 

Second Lt. Robert G. Kemmerer 
Jr. of Lockhaven, Conn., pilot of 
the shielding plane, also told of 
seeing the disabled bomber fight to 
the end. 

“They must have known what 
Was coming, with the sea below, 
but they never quit firing back,” 
he said. 

The Japanese flew so close in 
their chase of the bombers that 
Lt. Kemmerer’s co-pilot, Second Lt. 
Nels A. Lofgren of Sheridan, Wyo.,

It passed the Senate 
Tuesday with practically no oppo- 
sition. Without the congressional 


action Quezon's term would have 
expired Monday and he would have 
been succeeded by Sergio Osmena, 
Philippine Vice-President.

The case certainly illustrates your oft-stated point that blood 
kinship holds no magic. Let’s hope the dying mother was in 
a coma so she couldn't have been heartbroken as a result of 
this deathbed brawl] between her grown children.” 
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YESTERDAY I TOLD you that the true parent-child bond 
is purely a spiritual matter, I recommended that the young 
couple described yesterday might very profitably adopt the 
blue-eyed eight-year-old boy.

Nor does it weld people closely together in love and devotion.

ROILED, baked and fried fish, 
fish salad and fish balls are 
common fare. But good boiled 
fish is something new to many. 
The sauce on plain boiled potatoes

Two and one-half pounds fish 
(pike, salmon, cod, perch, haddock, 
etc.), two and one-half cups boil- 
ing water, 24 whole black peppers, 
one teaspoon chopped parsley, one 
small bay leaf, two and one-fourth 
teaspoons salt, one _ tablespoon 
lemon juice, two teaspoons sugar, 
two tablespoons flour, two table- 
spoons cold water, one égg yolk. 

Clean fish by removing all scales 
and wiping clean with a damp 
cloth. Cut into serving portions 
(small fish, may be cleaned and 
left whole), and lay pieces in a 
heavy saucepan. Add the boiling 
water, peppers, parsley, bay leaf 
and salt. Cover, place over low 
heat, and simmer for 30 minutes. 
Drain off liquid and strain it. 
There should be 1% cups liquor. 
Put this into another saucepan and 
add the lemon juice and sugar, and 
the flour mixed to a smooth paste 
with the cold water. Cook slowly, 
stirring constantly to keep smooth, 
until mixture boils. Beat egg yolk, 
stir into it a little of the hot sauce, 
and pour into the mixture in the 
saucepan. Continue cooking, stir- 
ring constantly, for another min- 
ute. Serve fish in a hot shallow 
vegetable dish with the sauce 
poured over it, or on a small hot 
platter, garnished with parsley, 
with the sauce in a gravy boat.

ECAUSE many young women are now leaving their homes 
Be live among strangers whose customs and habits of 

speech differ widely, a reader has given me permission 
to print this letter: 

“My home was in X— where I went out a great deal with 
the University boys. One of their pet slang phrases was 
“hangover” which was used indiscriminately for everything 
resulting from a past annoyance—whether it was an argument 
with a fellow student or any work that had to be done over. 
When I came to this small town as a bride, everybody wel- 
comed me with open arms. Came a certain party where to 
a young woman who exclaimed that she was feeling sorry 
for herself, I asked “Is it a hangover?” Naturally she was 
insulted, hurt, and angry. She took a terrible revenge. I was 
simply left out of all the town doings from then on. At first 
I was bewildered, then hurt—then decided simply people didn’t 
like me. I have never been happy in this town since. Just 
a short time ago I made another “hangover” remark, and then 
found out what a boner I had pulled over a year ago. If you 
could write an article that would save even one girl all the 
heartache I have endured, it would be worth while. In all 
my life I have never knowingly said or done anything to hurt 
another person. People here didn’t know me well enough to 
realize that.

ODERN mechanized warfare 
M has a great reputation as a 

killer, but it is largely unde- 
served. Of course, bombs create 
horrible wounds, but the modern 
rifle and large artillery make in 
genera! small clean wounds, and 
proportionately do not kill very 
often. They move more rapidly, 
put more men out of action, en- 
gage more of the civilian popula- 
tion, but that is their military ad- 
vantage, not destructiveness. 
_ When Hannibal found the Ro- 
mans at Cannae in 216 B. C. with 
swords and spears, his army killed 
60 per cent of the Romans. At 
Waterloo, with the old muzzle- 
loading guns and expansive bul- 
lets, the English lost 22 per cent 
of their army on the battlefield in 
one day. : 

The worst wounds I have seen 
in the present conflict were in a 
hospital on the Pacific Coast and 
were inflicted by Japanese who 
prefer to fight close up with the 
butcher knives they carry or with 
bayonets. 


x * 

OF COURSE, part of the good 
mortality rate we are having is 
due to the increased efficiency of 
our medical corps. It is hard to 
make a layman understand how 
much better surgery is than it 
used to be. I can trace the im- 
provement during my own day. 
In the first place, it is simplified. 
The surgeons I used to work for 
did about 50 unnecessary and awk- 
ward things during one operation. 
They had devised a long list of 
operations for any one condition: 
sometimes they did one, some days 
they did another. It was largely 
a matter of whim. And they never 
really perfected themselves in any 
one operation. 

The worst wounds in the present 
war afe abdominal. But even so, 
whereas we used to lose 100 per 
cent of wounded men from ab- 
dominal wounds, now we save 50 
per cent or more. “In the Solomons 
the medical corps saved 95 per 
cent of abdominal wounds. 

Of course, many. things contrib- 
ute to these good results. Better 
and safer anesthetics, the sulfa 
drugs, better nursing service, de- 
pendence on simpler antiseptics— 
these and many other things that 
do not seem particularly dramatic 
help in the good results,

AT PEARL HARBOR, modern 
surgery rather than modern gun- 
nery outwitted the Japs and pre- 
vented them from carrying out 
their plan of destroying an entire 
population. Three days before 
Pearl Harbor Dr. John J. Moor- 
head, a specialist in war and trau- 
matic surgery, gave a lecture on 
“The Treatment of Wounds.” On 
the Sunday morning of the attack 
he was beginning a lecture on 
“Burns” when the summons came. 

Dr. Moorhead spent seven hours 
in the operating room. Every med- 
ical man was fresh in his prep- 
aration for the emergency. The 
results were in his words—‘better 
than I had seen during 19 months 
in France in 1917-1918.” | 

On one navy hospital ship in 
1942 there were only 7 deaths 
among 4000 wounded men—a per- 
centage of Q.18 per cent. 

A good account of modern war 
surgery will be found in George 
W. Gray’s book, Science at War 
(published by Harpers).

And while une Rare on the 
subject, Treasury heads said there 
are no such things as “pennies” in 
this country. They’re 1-cent pieces. 
The word “penny,” it was careful- 
ly explained, derives from the Eng- 
lish penny, or perce, and should 
not properly be applied to the 
American 1-cent piece. 

With this incidental intelligence

They had ex- 
pected some protest over the light 
pennies, but scarcely the tidal wave 
of indignation that swept the 
country. 


The new alloy, come the turn 
of the year, will contain slightly 
less copper and slightly more zinc 
than the peacetime formula, but 
the coin will be quite similar in 
appearance to the traditional 
bronze cent, It will be a bit light- 
er than the standard bronze, but 
not as light as the present war- 
time zinc-steel substitute. 


The first of the present light- 
headed pennies was struck last 
February, and production through 
September had totaled over 584 
million confusing pieces. What 
will be done with them, officials 
were asked. The answer was a 
masterpiece of ingenuity and sim- 
plicity. After people handled them 
often enough, especially persons 
with dirty hands, they'll become so 
dark (the coins) that you won't be 
able to tell them from the real 
bronze McCoy. 


It isn’t the first time that the 
Government has tinkered with the 
design and composition of the 
cent. The colonies had all sorts 
of hybrid pennies, but in 1793, said 
officials, the first authentic penny 


“was turned out by the United 


States Mint. It was made of cop- 
per, larger than the present size, 
had a bust of the lady “Liberty” 
on one side, with loose-flowing 


hair and the date, and on the re- 
verse a chain of 15 links, en- 
circling the word “One,” and 
stating unequivocably: “United 
States of America.” 
x* * * - 

Variations came with the years, 
mostiy affecting the bust of 
“Liberty.” Another series shortly 
after 1793 showed a larger bust, 
and in 1796 the bust was decorous- 
ly draped, and Liberty’s hair had 
grown much longer, falling over 
her neck and back, 


Lady Liberty stayed placid for 
awhile after that, hair flowing 
luxuriously, until 1808, when a 
string of stars appeared around 
the border of the coin, and the 
bust shifted to the right, appar- 
ently without political significance. 
Eight years later the masters of 
the Mint, tired of the flowing hair, 
knotted it at the back. She got a 
new hair-do in 1836, and four 
years later her neck was length- 
ened and her head shortened. 


All these coing were copper. In 
1858 bronze was used for the first 
time, an alloy of copper, zinc and 
tin. Next year the lady was re- 
tired graciously after long service, 
giving way to a stern Indian head. 
The Mint men also fussed around 
with the Indian’s headdress, and 
finally, in 1909, discarded him al- 
together for the engraving of 
Lincoln, who is still with us and, 
despite the war and high water, 
seems here to stay.
